Claims 1-14 are still at 
issue and are present for examination. 

Applicants' arguments filed on 3/18/09, have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of 
the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or objections 
not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn . 

Claims 2 and 9-14 remain withdrawn from further 

consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a 

nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 

linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply 

filed on 1/11/08. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims 
was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence 
to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the 
inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in 'Order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Claims 1, 3-8, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 



as being unpatentable over Satoshi et al . (JP 2001/340078) in 
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view of Naylor et al . (WO 96/25509). The rejection is explained 
in the previous Office Action. 

Applicants argue that Naylor et al . disclose that "rape 
seed oil was fed to achieve an average oil uptake rate of up to 
0.13g per g of non-PHA cell mass per hour." and average oil 
uptake rate is distinct from the specific substrate feed rate of 
the claimed invention. The examiner agrees that uptake rate and 
specific substrate feed rate are in fact different things. 
However, while Naylor et al . reicte that the substrate was fed 
to achieve an average oil uptake ratio, Naylor et al . clearly 
did this by assuming that uptake rate can be equated to non-PHA 
cell mass as they did not in fact do anything to measure uptake 
rate. Naylor simply fed substrate at the rate of 0.13g of 
substrate per gram of non-PHA cell mass. Thus Naylor et al . did 
in fact keep a constant specific substrate feed rate. As such 
the rejection is maintained.
